Khan Bahadur Amin-ul-Islam was in charge of the Registration 
Department throughout tho triennium except for short periods during which, 
he was on deputation asa Member of the Council of State. Rai Bahadur 
J, N. Ray, late Personal Assistant to the Inspector-General of , Registration, 
held charge of the Department on those occasions. 

2. With a view to retrenchment the post of the Personal Assistant to 
the Inspeector-General of Registration was abolisied with effect from the 1st 
May 1924. Subsequently on a reconsideration of the situation the post avas 
revived to which a Sub-Registrar, Mr. J. C. Mukherji was appointed in 
December 1924. It was also ordered by.Government that the post would be 
open to Sub-Deputy Collectors, but if a Sub-Registrar were appointed an 
allowance of Ks. 50 per mensem would be given. 

3. A change of a far-reaching character during the triennium was 
brought about by the revision of the table of Registration fees. With effect 
from the ist June 1925, the registration fees under Article A on documents 
of value above Rs, 250 and the fees under all other articles except J (2) and 
K (2) (a) were doubled. Owing to the revision of the fee rates, the increase 
in revenue is roughly estimated at 61°38 per cent. 

4. In September 1924, certain rules under the Cutchi Memon’s Act 
(XLVI of 1920) were framed, under which the Registrar and the Sub- 
Registrar of Calcutta, were appointed to be the authorities before whom 
declarations under the said Act should be made. A Cutchi Memon who 
makes such declarations will be governed, in matters of succession and 
inheritance, by Muhammadan law. 

5. ‘The ordinary work of the department decreased during the triennium, 
the number of offices falling from 415 to 408. Compulsory and optional 
registrations affecting immoveable property numbered 4,975,654 and 154,751 
respectively, against 5,144,049 and 142,820 in the preceding triennium, 
showing a decrease of 3°2 per cent. in‘compulsory registrations and an increase 
of 83 per cent. in optional registrations. Other registrations which include 
all registrations not affecting immoveable property, wills and written autho- 
rities to adopt, decreased by 12°7 per cent. The receipts of the department 
during the past three years amounted to nearly 834 lakhs and the expendi- 
ture to nearly 51} lakhs, leaving a surplus of nearly 31} lakhs. As compared 
with the previous triennium the receipts and expenditure increased by 7°2 
per cent. and 17°9 per cent. respectively. The increased expenditure was 
due mainly to the introduction of time scales in the pay of Sub-Registrars 
and their staff, but also to extra provision for furniture and book binding. 

6. The need for suitable buildings for registration offices and quarters 
of Sub-Registrars is very great. Out of 408 offices in Bengal, only 51 offices 
are housed in Government buildings. For want of funds. most of the 
nametntie offices are not properly equipped with furniture and record racks, 
while the work of keeping indexes and registers preperly bound is much in 









ye 


arrears. The total expenditure on account of racks, furniture aud book binding — 
during the period under review was Rs. 79,245 against Rs. 18,420 during the 
previous triennium, but much yet remains to be done. The total grant 
hitherto available for furniture and book binding is far from adequate to meet 
the requirements of all the offices. If the records are to be properly 
preserved, more funds must be provided for the erection of buildings, for the 
purchase of furniture and for book binding. | “4 

7. here were two Inspectors of Registration offices up to the 22nd — 
July 1923 when this number was reduced to one. ‘The Inspectors made 
between them 231 inspections during the triennium under review against 
707 inspections in the previous triennium. District Registrars, including | 
District Officers, made 502 inspections during the triennium under report, 
against 707 inspections in the previous triennium. The inspections made by 
Sadar Sub-Registrars and Subdivisional Officers increased during the 
triennium. If inspection work is to be maintained at the proper standard 
greater efforts must be made by all inspecting officers. -

CALCUTTA. 


Saugor Island Light-house.—The light burnt satisfactorily and the 
clockwork machinery worked well throughout the year. 'The weather 
experienced was normal, storm signals being hoisted on sixteen 
occasions. The work of the Meteorological and Telegraph Depart- 
ments has been, carried out by the Light-house Keeper and his 
assistant in a satisfactory manner. The health of the station, with 
the exception of a few cases of fever, etc., has been good. 


Anchoring-lights.—Four, viz., Kalitolla, Diamond Harbour 
Custom House, Hospital Point and Fisherman’s Point, have been in 
use and kept in good order throughout the year. 


Leading-lights.—I'our to define entrance to Channel Creek have 
been in use and kept in good order throughout the year. One addi-

L. V. “Torch *.—On the Mutlah Station until the 15th January 
1926 when she was relieved by the L. V. ‘‘ Hesperus ? and moved 
to the Eastern Channel Station. She was brought up to Caleutta for 
repairs and general overhaul on the 12th March 1926. She rode out 
the cyclonic storms of June without mishap. 


L. V. “Luna”? (new).—Was placed on the Intermediate — station 
on the 13th August 1925. On the 3rd September she parted her coir 
hawser and drifted during a rain squall in a north-easterly direction 
seven miles to a position on the edge of Saugor Sand where she was 
brought up and from where she was eventually towed into safety by 
the D. V. ‘* Pansy ’’, which fortunately was employed in the vicinity. 
She was replaced on her station on the 9th September. The total 
loss. was one anchor, 105 fathoms of chain (which was later recovered) 
and 1 coir hawser. 


The weather during the year was normal. The L. V. ‘ Luna” 
parted her cable and was set a considerable distance off her station as 
already stated, The L. V’s, ‘* Star ’’, ‘‘ Hesperus’? and ‘“ Fame ” 
also parted their cables, but were only set slightly off station. No 
other damage of any consequence was sustained. Both officers and 
crews were relieved in the usual routine.

There were no epidemics of any kind except, an outbreak 
of. verminous gastro-enteritis which occurred amongst the black leopard 
cubs in the Small Carnivora House. In spite of all tions they 
succumbed to the disease, which in the case of satinis of the feline 
tribe is not readily amenable to treatment. The larger Carnivora 
thrived extremely well and there were no serious pomneltiee amongst 
them.

bs Annual repairs generally were carried out on restricted lines, those 
houses for which repairs were urgently required being attended to. The 
roads and paths were maintained in good order and the main drive was 
remetalled in part. 


The Garden was well maintained and during the cold weather months 

a good show of flowering annuals was exhibited. A silver cup and 

” several prizes were awarded to the Garden for exhibits of annuals at 
the Agri-Horticultural Society’s Flower Show. 


Many shrubs and plants were cleared and the old Fern House, on 
the southern side of the office, which was no longer in use was dismantled 
and new lawns were laid and the site was considerably improved. 


The financial condition of the Garden on the whole is satisfactory 
and theregwas an increase in the receipts from visitors which amounted 
to Rs. 72,500-10 as against Rs. 67,706.13 in the previous year thus 
showing an increase of Rs. 4,793-18. The receipts at the gate are found 
to reflect economic and other conditions to a noticeable extent for which 
reason the increase cannot be counted upon to continue as a matter of 
course. The balance in hand is by_no means an excessive margin 
against a diminution of receipts and unforeseen casualties in the 
collection. “

RESOLUTION—No. 5606Com. 
In pursuance ‘of the provisions of Schedule I, Part IT, item 27 and of 
Schedule II, item 17 of the Devolution Rules, the Secretary of State for 
India in Council frame’ the following rule, which was pablished for 
general information under the Government of India, Departinent of 
Industries and Labour, notification No. 8. 420, dated the 7th January 
1926 :— 
“The purchase of imported stores and stationery for Governors’ * “ 


Provinces shall be regulated by rules to be prescribed by e 
Local Governments”. 


Clause (5) of paragraph | of Schedule IIL to the Devolution Rales and 
clause (5) of rule 1 of the Executive Rules relating to the financial powers 
of local Governments in respect of reserved subjects have also been 
cancelled., These cancellations were published under the Government 
of India’s (1) Home Department notification No. F.-290/25 (24), dated 
the 2lst January 1926, and (2) Finance Department notification 
No. F-35-Ex/26, dated the 9th March 1926. 

No restrictions have been laid down by’ the Secretary of State in 
Council and the purghase Ve imported stores in Governors’ Provinces 
will in all cases be regulated only by such rules as the Governor in 
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Council or the Governor atting with his Ministers, as the dase may be, - 


muy prescribe, The local Government thus have full powers in the 
matter, © ‘ ; 

2, In communicating these orders of the Secretary of State, the 
Government of India have suggested. that -in drawing up the rules to be 
prescribed, the local Government may find it convenient, where applic- 
able, to follow in principle the rules governigg the purchase of stores 


for central departments which were promulgated with the Industries and a: 


Labour Department Resolution No. §.-217, dated the 6th May 1924, 


In publishing the rules with the above resolution the Government of 


India observe as follows :— 

«* »* *" The main features of the new rules consist in the 
assertion of @ more definite préference for stores produced and manu- 
factured, wholly or partly, in India, an important extension of the power 
to purchase imported stores and the introduction of a central purchasing 
agency in India, namely, the Indian Stores Department. This. Depart- 
ment,.as announced on the 10th December 1921, was *created on a tempo- 
rary basis with effect from the Ist January 1922, on which date the Chief 
Controller of Stores assumed charge of his duties and proceeded to 
formulate a detailed scheme of organisation. This scheme, after con- 
sideration by the Government. of India, was submitted to the Secretaty of 
State who has now sanctioned the constitution of the Indian Stores 
Depurtment on a permanent basis.” 

“The revision of the Stores Purchase Rules and the establishment of 
Indian Stores Department are the direct outcome of the policy which” 
aims at the encouragement of the industries of the country without 
sacrificing economy, and the Government of India take this*opportunity of 
impressing upon all departments and officers purchasing stores the import- 
rules, but also to a loyal observance of the policy underlying them, * * 

* '*. The observance of this policy, egupled with: utilisation to the 
fullest. possible extent of the services of the Indian Stores Department, 
will, it is confidently anticipated, promote both the objects which the 


Government of India have in view, namely, encouragement of manufac- 


ture in India and. economy in the purchase of Government stores,” 

3. The Governor in Council accepts the suggestion of the Govern- 
ment of India, and has decided to adopt the rules governing the purchase 
of stores for central departments promulgated with the Departmen of 
Industries gnd Labour Resolution cited above, subject to sach modifications 
ae ure necessary to meet the requirements of this province. The rules as 
now approved by the Governor in Council are appended to this Resolution, 
and supersede those promulgated with the Government of India, Com- 
merce and Industries Department, Resolution No. 5829-5876-IT, dated the 
24th July 1913. > 

4. The Governor in Qouncil desires to emphasise that the policy 
underlying the adoption of the central departments’ rules as modified is 
the same as that at which the Government of India aim, viz., the en- 
couragement of the industries of the country without sacrificing economy ; 
and he similarly desires to impress upon all departments and officers 
purchasing stores the importance which he attaches, not only to a strict 
adherence to the letter of the rules, but also toa loyal observance of the 
policy underlying them, At the same time he desires to observe that 
while departments and officers are not compelled to*purchase stores from 
or through the central purchasing agency, the utilization to the fullest 
extent of the services of the Indian Stores Department, would, as the 
Government of India observe, promote the objects in view, namely, en- 
couragement of manufactures in India and economy in the purchase of 
Government Stores. + 

5. These roles are not applicable to stationery and printing stores 
required for the public service, The lists, specifications and tests referred 

* to in the rules will be issued separately.

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Rules for the supply of Articles for the Public Service. 

RULE 1.—Articles manufactured in India from Indian materials.— 
All articles which are produced in India in the form of raw material, or 
are manufactured in India from materials produced in India should, in 
preference to articles not manufactured in India or wholly or partly 
manufactured in India from imported materials, be purchased locally, 
provided that the quality is sufficiently good for the purpose, and the 
price reasonable. 


Note,—Although a strict comparison of prices is not ond by this rule, it is essential in the 
interests of economy that the purchusing officer should take into consideration, so far as may be 
sapoaer the price at which articles of similar quality not manufactured or prodnced in India can 
purchased at the time. 


ULE 2.—Articles manufactured in India from imported materials.— 
Articles wholly or partly manufactured in ludia from imported materials 
should also be purchased in India in preference to articles not manu- 
factured in India, provided that the quality is sutliciently good and the 
price not unfavourable. . 

RULE 3.—Articles which are not manufactured in India.—Articles 
which are not manufactured in India should be obtuined by indent upon 
the Store Department, London, except in the following cases :— 


(a) When the articles are ulready in India at the time of order or 
are already on their way out, and their price and quality are 
not unfavourable as compared with those at which similar 
articles could be obtained through the Store Department, 
London, and the cost of the supply does not exceed the limits 
prescribed in Rule 11, When the total value of the articles 
required is trifling it is generally desirable to purchase them 
locally. 

(¥) In the case of important construction works let-out on contract, 
articles not manufactured in India required for the construc- 
tion of such works may be supplied by the contracting firm 
subject to the following conditions :— 

(i) That the firm from which the articles are purchased 
is approved by the Chief Controller of Stores, 
Indian Stores Department or by the Government of 
Bengal and is included in either of the lists of firms 
so upproved [Lists I and I (a)}. 

(ii) That the articles are subject to such current specifica- 
tions und tests as may be prescribed by Govern- 
ment. ‘ 

(c) Plant and machinery and component parts thereof may be pur- 
chased from branches * established in India of manufacturing 
firms borne on the list of the Chief Controller of Stores, Indian 
Stores Department (List IL), provided that the following 
conditions are observed :— 

(7) That the purchase is made by the Chief Controller of 
Stores, Indian Stores Department. 

(ii) That the plant and machinery are of standard patterns 
such as are ordinarily manufactured by the firm, and 
have actually been so manufactured, 

. (ii?) That the branch firm entertains a staff of expert mecha- 
nics capable, when so required, of erecting and 
repairing the plant and machinery which it supplies. 

(iv) That the actual price of the articles (exclusive of any 
expenditure representing cost of erection) is as low as 
that at which articles of the same make can be supplied 
by the Store Department, London . 

(v) That when test or inspection of the plant or machinery 
during mafiufacture or before shipment is necessary 
or desirable arrangements are made for such test and 
inspection to be carried out by the India Store 
Department, London, 


Note .1 —It should clearly be understood by indenting officers that this rale is subject to the 
preference which should be given under Rules i and 2 to articles of Indian manufacture. 

* Branches may be held t» cover approved technical agents of manufacturers who dv not merely 
aot ae selling agents but are also ina position to render the same kind of technical assistance in 
India as actual branches of the firms. 


RULE 4.—Articles which should be purchased in India.—The follow- 
ing articles, whether manufactured or produced in India or not, should be 
purchased in India provided that they comply with the current specifica- 
tions, are of the requisite quality, and can be obtained at a not unfavour- 
able price:— 

(a) Those of a perishable nature, 
tb Explosives. Q 
3 Block tin, 
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(d@) Wines and spirits and bottled beer for the use of Government 


hospitals in India. ; , 


(e) Kerosine oil. : 
(f) Plant and materials for electric installations intended to take 


current from existing centres; and small electrical power 
and lighting plants of not more than 25 kilowatt capacity 
which involve the provision of generators and cables for 
distribution, provided they comply with such current 
specifications and tests as may be prescribed by Government. 

(g) Australian timber, 

(A) Australian copper. 

(i) Italian marble. 

(7) British Columbian timber. 

(z) Plant and materials for small gas installations, the cost of 
which does not exceed Rs. 15,000. 

(1) Cheap articles of common use required in small quantities 
only. 

(m) African and Australian coal. 

(n) Lubricating and fuel oil. 

(0) Such other classes of articles, that can be obtained more 
economically in the local market or that cannot conveniently 
be purchased through the agency of the London Store 
Department, as may from time to time be prescribed by 
Government, 


RULE 5.—Special purchases in India.—In cases of emergency, or 
when inconvenience to the public service would be caused by waiting to 
obtain an article from England through the India Store Department, 
London, or when, owing to the greater promptitude of supply, an 
economy can be effected by purchasing in India articles which, under the 
foregoing rules, should be obtained through that Department, the purchase 
may be made in India, subject to the limits prescribed in Rule 11, 
provided that the articles ure in India a: the time of order or are already 
on their way out. Particulars of such sanctions to local purchase should 
be entered in the prescribed register, and, in cases where the value of the 
articles exceeds Rs. 1,000 the sanctioning officer should place on record 
the reasons which make such local purchase desirable, 


RULE 6.—Inter-departmental purchases.—Nothing in the rules is to 
be deemed to prohibit the purchase of stores by oue department from 
another,

The Report on the Police Administration in the Bengal Presidency for the year 1925. 


Mr. T. C. Simpson held the post\of Inspector-General of Police throughout 
“the year. 


2. Eastern Frontier Rifles.— ‘hc strength of the Eastern Frontier 
Rifles remained unchanged. The standard of efficiency was well maintained. 
and mobility was increased by the formation of a flying column of three 
platoons for service at short notice wherever required. As in previous years 
the battalion rendered valuable service in maintaining or restoring peace at 
different places in the Hooghly, 24-Parganas and Dacca districts, and the 
thanks of the Governor in Council are due to the Commandant, Major 
Macpherson and the officers under him for their good work. 


3. Strength and Recruitment.—furthor measures of retrenchment were 
carried out during the year. Twenty-one police-stations were abolished involv- 
‘ing a reduction of 121 men in the sanctioned strength of the force. In the 
majority of cases there was local opposition to the abolition and the Governor 
in Council is doubtful whether this policy is in the best interests of the 
rural population but having regard to the assurances that the recommenda- 
tion of the Retrenchment Committee would ‘be carried out to the utmost 
possible extent he felt bound to proceed with it. The permanent sanctioned 
strength of the subordinate police at the close of the year stood at 
23,938 against 24,039 in the previous year, the number actually 
employed being 23,533. Though there was some falling off in the number 
of constables recruited - 2,154 against 2.461 of the previous year—recruit- 
ment was on the whole satisfactory. Of those recruited, 77°4 per cent. 
were Hindus and 22°6 per cent. Muhammadans. Local recruits numbered 
640, of whom 44:2 per cent. were Muhammadans. An analysis of the fizures 
shows that a fair number of local Muhammadans—but not many upcountry 
Muhammadans—offered themselves for enlistment. As in the Calcutta 
Police, however, a large number of the local candidates had to be rejected as 
unfit, In the ranks of non-gazetted police officers. the proportion of Hindus was 
62°4 per cent. against 33°2 per cent. Muhammadansg, 2'6 per cent. Europeans 
and 1°8 per cent. other castes. Taking the ranks of assistant sub- 
inspectors, head-constables and constables together, the proportion of Hindus 
to Muhammadans was 69'1 per cent. to 29°1 per cent. : 

The post of assistant sub-inspector continued to afford an attractive 
field for employment of men with good educational qualifications. One 
reagon for this probably is that the door to promotion to higher ranks has 

en widened by reserving half the vacancies in the rank of sub-inspector 
for assistant sub-inspectors. More candidates with good educational 
qualifications are enlisting as constables but théy are not entirely a success 
in this rank because they prefer clerical duties to the ordinary duties of the 
rank and file. 











In connection with the strength of the armed force, the Inspector= 
General of Police has drawn attention to the necessity of a reserve beyond 
thesordinary reserve for leave and training in order -to provide men for 
unforeseen and temporary duties. In many districts this force has to be 
drawn upon unduly to find men for miscellaneous work which has increased 
considerably in recent years and for which there is no cadre provision. The ~ 
call for miscellaneous duties renders it impossible to grant the leave to which. 
the men are entitled under the rules and to restrict it to cases in which a 
medical certifizate makes it impossible to withbold it. The Inspector-General 
of Police considers that this has resulted in a deterioration in the» health of 
the force. 

4. Health of the Force.—The total admissions into hospital during the 
year were 16,746 men. The figure is higher by 22 per cent. tian the previous 
year, and the Inspector-General ascribes this apparent deterioration in the 
health of the force not only to the arduous nature of the duties thai the 
men are called upon to perform without adequate leave, but to the absence 
of satisfactory buildings, lack yf mosquito nets and beds. The necessity of a 
building scheme for housing the police in the mufassil districts of Bengal has 
long been recognised, but the normal resources of the province are in- 
adequate to finance it from revenue. It is hoped that it may be practicable 


to meet the cost by raising a loan, and the preparation of a scheme has bom . 
» 


taken in hand recently which will include not only thana buildings an 
police lines, but also quarters for those entitled to free quarters. Considerable 
savings would be effected in house rents and in the annual provision 
made in the police budget for departmental works. As regards measures 
of protection against malaria i, ig satisfactory that in the current year’s 
budget provision has been made both for iron cots and: mosquito nets, and 
there is every reason to hope that necessary provision will be made in 
future years. 

5, Discipline.—Including cases from the preceding year the number of 
complaints brought against the police by members of the public was 416; 
and thongh this is more than the number in 1924, it is considerably below 
the figures of any of the six preceding years. Of 347 cases disposed of 
during the year, there were convictions only in 30 cases—the lowest on 
record—but no less than 197 were dismirsed under section 203, Criminal 
Procedure Code, and as many ak 120 ended in acquittal or discharge. _ It 
may be hoped that the figures afford an indication that people are getting 
over the inclination to bring frivolous charges against. the police. There 
must, however, still be too many such charges, when 50 per cent. of the 
total complaints cannot survive a preliminary judicial enquiry. It. is satis- 
factory that. no member of the force above the rank of constable was judicially 
punished for any offence under the Penal Code, and that there were only 
twu constables against whom bribery was proved and only six who were 
found guilty of extortion. It is also satisfactory that not a single civil suit 
instituted against the police in connection with their official duties was 
decreed against them. The Governor in Council agrees with Inspector- 
General of Police in regarding these facts as evidence of the steady improve- 
ment in the discipline and conduct of the force. P syne tt 

6. Figures of Grime and Detection.—The total volume of erime shows 
a remarkable drop during the year under report. The figures for burglary. 
(30,027) are the lowest on record since 1912 and for theft (19,515) since 
1914 while the figures for dacoity are the lowest since 1920. As compared 
with the previous year there was a decrease of 199 dacoity cases, the figures 
being 619 against 818 of the previous year and 762 the ayerage of ithe 
quinquennium. To this decrease all the Ranges contributed, she largest 
decrease being shown by the Rajshahi Range, where there was a decrease of 
69 cases. The decrease is attributed generally to more intensive patrols 


sustained enquiries in areas where dacoity was formerly prevalent, careful 


supervision of. preventive measures and also in a great’ measure to the 
increasing spirit of self-reliance of the people. It is gratifying to note that 
resistance was offered to dacoits in no less than 64 cases, in several of

‘The re-opening of the Detective Training School will, it is hoped, 
ually bring about an increased supply of trained detective officers, and 
so strengthen the detective staff. Meanwhile the instructions of the 
Inspector-General of Police about investigation of crime, if carefully 
followed, are well calculated to maintain if not to improve upon the existing 
standard. These instructions are directed towards the prompt location of 
crime centres and the adoption of special concerted measures with the 
object of disorganising and breaking up the gangs. The policy has borne 
excellent fruit, and the circle inspectors are to be commended on the manner 
in which they have acted on these instructions, the carrying out of which 
not infrequently involved great personal inconvenience and hardship. The 
system of efficient night patrols has met with marked success and has been 
responsible for no Jess than 600 arrests of thieves red-handed. 


7. Defence Parties.—It is impossible with the limited number of 
regular police posted to police stations, covering an area of 100 square miles 
* og more, to do anything much in the way of regular patrols without assistance 
from the public, and the increase in the number of defence parties aftords 
gratifying proof of the realisation of this fact and of the growth of self-reliance 
on the part of the villagers. There are now 1,450 defence parties in 
the province who effected during the year, 179 arrests of which 144 were 
made without the aid of the police. It is reported that wherever these 
parties have been formed, active crime has decreased to a great extent, 
and the Governor in Council is glad to be able to acknowledge the assistance 
rendered by the public-spirited persons composing the defence parties 
whose good work has been brought to the special notice of Government 
by the Inspector-General of Police. He trusts that the movement will grow 
and will, under proper guidance and control, be able to show a better 
record of prevention of crime and arrest of criminals as time goes on. He 
attaches great importance to the development of the system not merely on 
account of the actual work done but on account of the promise which it 
offers of solving the problems of the satisfactory policing of Bengal and the 
development of that co-operation between the puplic and the police which is 
80 essential to the welfare of both. 


8. Criminal Investigation Department—Revolutionary Crime.—Tho 
multifarious duties arising out of the application of the Criminal Law Amend- 
ment Act proved a heavy strain on the Department, which nevertheless 
succeeded in bringing about practically a cessation of crimes of violence 
during the year. Some of the cases dealt with were of considerable interest 
and importance. A highly inflammatory leaflet under the signature of 
“ Vijoy Kumar, President, Central Council Rk. P. of India” which was 
circulated broadcast in Bengal and other provinces was traced to the 
well-known revolutionary Sachindra Nath Sanyal, who was placed on 
trial under section 124A, Indian Penal Code and sentenced to two years’ 
rigorous imprisonment. The fact that copies of the leaflet appeared simul- 
taneously in distant parts of India and that the search of certain of the 
houses to which these leaflets had been posted resulted in the finding of 
arms.and ammunition indicates an inter-provincial organization. In the Dacca 
district; two known revolutionaries were arrested in the course of a house 
search with a large number of forged Rs. 10 currency notes, including a 
_ bloek, and were tried and sentenced to 5 years’ reigorous imprisonment. | 

‘Towards the close of the year, papers and correspondence seized at a 

_ house at Dakshineswar and at Sovabazar Street disclose the existence of a 
wide eonspiracy to import arms into Bengal from the Far East. At 
Dakshineswar, nine young men were arrested, and among the 
‘were a live bomb, a loaded revolver, a pistol, about 100 
ity of chemicals and apparatus for the manufacture of 
accused were placed on trial before a Special Tribunal 
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constituted under the provisions of the Criminal Law Amendment Act and 
were sentenced to various terms of imprisonment and transportation. gel, 


_ Although overt actions of the terrorist party have been successfully 
combated by the use of the Criminal Law Amendment Act, there are good. 
reasons to believe that efforts to maintain the organisation continue 
unceasingly ; and there is evidence to show that certain influential and well- 
organised groups have by no means abandoned the idea of resorting to 
violence. In particular, there is definite information of the existence of 
organised conspiracies for importing arms. _ The situation, therefore, is not 
without anxiety and demands unremitting vigilance. 3 

The section of the Criminal Investigation Department which deals with 
organised groups of criminals enquired into many important eases. As 
instances of the participation of young men of the bhadralok class in dacoities 
of the ordinary criminal type may be mentioned the capture of a gang of 
young bhadraloks which included an ex-detenu and some congress volunteers 
at Chandernagore in the act of preparing to commit a dacoity ; another 
gang case in which 23 dacoits, many of whom are young bhadraloks, are con- 
cerned was still under trial in the Dacca Sessions at the close of the year, 
while, in a third case of bhadralok dacoits in the Faridpur district pending 
from the-previous year, six persons were convicted. Other activities of the 
department included the detection cf cases of note forgery and of arms 
smuggling, and of a telegraphic money order fraud, the capture of two pré- 
fessional coiners and an enquiry into systematic pilfering of tea from tea 
chests while in transit on steamers and on the railways. During the year 
under report the failure of the Karwal Nut Settlement at Saidpur to achieve 
the object for which it was established—viz., the reformation of the settlers 
and their final absorption into the general body of the community—was again 
pressed upon the notice of Government. The Karwals do not appear to 
have shown any tendency towards reformation or to improvement in their 
conduct and behaviour ; on the other hand, wany use their local knowledge 
to make thieving expeditions in Northern Bengal. The whole question as 
to whether the Settlement should be continued and, if so, how the object in 
view can be achieved is under examination, and’Government are now awaiting 
a report from the Commissioner of the Rajshahi Division on the subject. 

9. Rural Police.—In reviewing the work of the rural police last year it 
was stated that instances in which village chaukidars had participated in 
crime showed that the Inspector-General’s plea for careful selection of 
chaukidars was well founded. In his present report while mentioning 
instances of good work done by individual chaukidars the Inspector-General 
has again guoted several cases in which dafadars and chaukidars were either 
definitely proved or strongly suspected to have been concerned in dacoities 
and other crimes against property. The Governor in Council wishes to 
invite the attention of District Officers to the importance of careful selection 
at the time of making appointments. He realises that one difficulty in the 
way of getting good men is the inadequacy of salaries. Union Boards now have 
the power to increase salaries, and he is glad to observe that some union 
boards have exercised their power in this respect, and he hopes that other 
union boards will give the matter their careful consideration. The Inspector- 
General has drawn attention to the fact that the thana police receive 


- considerably less information of importance now-a-days than they used to 


before, because chaukidars now attend parades less frequently, whilst many 
union boards have yet to realise that if criminals are to be controlled | 
effectively it is essential that the police should be promptly and regularly 

supplied with information about their movements. The weakening of co- 
operation between regular and rural police has resulted in the already over- 
worked thana staff being unable to effect the necessary surveillance. A 
certain amount of difficulty and possibly friction is perhaps unavoidable in the 
transitional period. ‘he chaukidars are the servants of the union boards, 
but they have many police duties to perform for which the control and 
co-operation of the thana staff is required, and the Governor in Council thinks 
that if ah pt is iontty re both by the union boards and the police 
in a spirit of give-and-take there is no reason why f£ i ween 
them should not be possible. dee erence ea

‘The work has been 
completed, and it is hoped that its publication will help to make the position 
and responsibilities of the Presidents of union boards clearer. 


10. Cost of the Department.—The budget grant for the year 1925-26 
was Kis. 1,48,78,000 against an actual expenditure of Rs. 1,44,13,068. As has 
been shown before, the strength of the executive force was actually reduced, 
but the expenditure under the head * ‘District Executive Force” was greaters 
owing to the normal increments of the force, the opening of the Detective 
Training School, the strengthening of the District Intelligence Branch staff 
and the arrangements necessitated for the visit of foreign royalty. The 
Inspector-General points out that the cost of policing 40 million people in 
England and Wales was £ 20 million sterling in 1923 against the equivalent 
of £1 million sterling in Bengal which has a larger population He can, 
therefore, fairly claim that he has been able to rua the department as 
economically as possible consistent with efficiency. There are, however, 
many schemes of improvement essential to the proper administration of the 
force which, have been kept pending for better financial conditions, but 
cannot be postponed indefinitely. Since the close of the year two schemes 
designed to improve the scale of pay of sub-inspectors and to provide house 
rents for those entitled to free housing have been put into effect and have 
helped to increase the contentment of the force, but the question of adequate 
housing still remains unsolved. It is not possible to work out a scheme 
which will prove to be financially remunerative, but it is hoped that it may be 
possible in the near future to place before the Council a comprehensive 
building scheme to be financed by a long-term loan and that the Council will 
receive it in a Sympathetic spirit. 

11. The Governor in Council has read with pleasure the list of officers 
whose good services have been brought to his notice and desires to con- 
gratulate the Inspector-General on the excellent record which he has been 
able to show of the service rendered by him and his subordinates. In 
particular, he wishes to congratulate him ‘on the success of bis measures for 
the prevention of crime.

* ROYAL BOTANIC GARDEN. 


1. .—Climatic conditions throughout | the period under 
usr ae ~“e Sgoonuted as normal for horticultural operations. 
Spells of scorching weather during the early part of the year were 
balanced by a period giving oceasional showers towards the end of 
the hot season. Bxotics benefited by the timely rains and again on 
account of the well distributed monsoon though there was a slight 
set back to this class of plant in August and September when the mon- 
soon weakened and became irregular. All classes of plants stood the 
dry cold weather well although the absence of any rain of consequence 
during this season involved additional care in watering the beds of 
annuals in the open and foliage plants in the shade houses. The dis- 
play of orchids was enriched by a timely arrival of a —_ of 
these plants from Assam and was quite up to the standard; visitors 
have learned to expect and appreciate. There is no part of the garden 
so popular as the orchid house when its somewhat sombre background 
is relieved by the brilliant sprays of Coelogyne, Phalaenopsis, Vandas 
and especially Dendrobium that the end of the season brings out. 


While no additional vistas have been opened out the policy of 
lopping the low hanging or unsightly under branches of trees and 
shrubs in denser parts of the garden has been carried on. The benefit 
is apparent in a more open ark like aspect to the garden and in 
limpses of distant lawns, palm clumps and lily strewn waterways. 

Ithough the garden cannot be called rich in respect of the number of 
species contained it still presents in many directions a dense crowded 
appearance and the rearrangement planned and carried out for some 

ears by its late head is being followed to completion now with marked 
improvement in the general scenic effect. A counterpart to this work 
has been the addition of species unrepresented in the garden. Numbers 
of new species have found permanent sites in their proper geographical 
areas and the additions will continue as the work of eliminating 
superfluous specimens goes on. 

With finances in such unfortunate conditions as those of the garden 
no special work of any magnitude could be carried out but a very 
commendable attempt on the part of the Curator was made to bring 
certain roads into a safe and pleasurable state for traffic. In further- 
ance of the policy of curtailing expenditure a demand was made that 
such avenues as could most conveniently be closed to the public should 
be turned into grass ways and their metal and soling utilized to 
complete repairs on the main and more Poquersed roads. Matefials 
from the Mann, Royle and parts of Brandis, Wight and a path near the 
Dyer avenues all of which were abolished as public ways allowed, 
with such fresh road aking. material as could be bought, of the reno-» 
vation of parts of the Griffith, Dyer, Kurz, Kyd, Anderson, Clarke, 
Brandis and King avenues. In general the garden reads may now 
be said to be in a fair state of repair although none of them are in 
a condition or indeed constructed to stand for any length of time the 
wear and tear that modern traffic entails. 


_ No fresh revetment works apart from patching was possible on the 
river bank, but some 14,000 cubic feet of soil was excavated from the 
lake near the Overseer’s quarters and dumped in river side wash-outs- 
Reference was made in last year’s report to the decaying state of the 
great Banyan tree and proposals for dealing with it indicated. The 
young Banyans planted in the excised centre of the main ‘growth are 
thriving well but are still too small to make possible the delicate 
operation of grafting to the old stock. 


2. Plant and seed exchange.—Some 41,916 plants were distributed 
of which 21,095 were trees for roadside and other planting, 11,455 were 
shrubs and 6,916 palms and surplus annuals. As usual these went 
to Government institutions, district boards, railways and municipalities. 
The balance was made up of climbers, bamboos, ferns and orchids. 
Receipts number some 2,703 plants. Eighty-six packets and 80 Ibs. of 
seeds were distributed and 60 packets received in addition to barrels of 
Mahogany seed from Kew. Requests for 7araktogenos and Hydno- 
carpus seed, of use in Leprosy, are particularly numerous and special 
an ts have n to secure supplies of the latter from 
South India as garden any lies fall far short of the demand. Seeds 
of both these genera rapidly lose their power of germination unless

. Herbarium and Library.—As a direct result of the combination 
of SL icheemeute of Curator of the Herbarium With Systematic Assistant 
in the Botanical Survey of India all the more technical duties in this 
department fell to Mr. V. Narayanaswami. — Collections have been 
enriched by the incorporation of some 5,228 sheets of named duplicates 
of which roughly one-third was Indian and two-thirds foreign species, 
The Indian portion consisted of plants from the Rampa Agency, the 
N.-W. Himalaya, Assam and Burma while re A accessions comprised 
material from Africa, America, China, the Malay Archipelago and 
Siam. The Curator’s herbarium also received further additions during 
the year making it more representative of the flora of the garden, 
Space in the existing cabinets is becoming a question of pressing im- 
portance and only a limited amount of further incorporation can go 
on. Some thousands of specimens were identified for correspondents 
and the herbarium was visited during the year by several interested 
correspondents and students wishing to consult particular plants or 
collections contained therein. Distributions include some 3,642 named 
sheets to the University of Allahabad and to correspondents in Japan. 
About 2,361 sheets were out on loan to Mr. Gamble and others for 
purposes of scientific study. 





‘Less than the usual number of additions was made to the libra 
on account of the conserving of funds for the preparation of botani 
plates being undertaken in Italy. There is a noticeable tendency on 
the part of research workers in India to use the facilities now afforded 
of having certain publications on loan. 


4, Publications.—No purely garden publications were issued 
during the year but the work on Asiatic Palms left by Signor Beccars 
has been brought together by Professor Martelli and is now with the 
Press.

Preliminary arrangements 
were made during the year for the intro- 
duction of the tree-tax system in Cal- 
cutta and in a portion of the district of 
the 24-Parganas covering an area of 
961 square miles, and with the approval 
of Government the system was _intro- 
duced from 1st April 1926. 


22. The tree-tax system in Hooghly 
and Howrah.—The system worked satis- 
factorily on the whole in both the dis- 
tricts. The number of tree-tapping 
licenses for domestic consumption showed 
appreciable increase both in Hooghly 
and Howrah, and this indicates that 
, domestic consumers are beginning to 

realize the advantage of paying a small 
sum for the privilege of private tapping, 
to illicit tapping. 

The increase in revenue in both the 
districts was principally due to the 
above reason.

25. The principal administrative 
measures taken related to further tight- 
ening up of the control over manufacture 
and sale of the article in licensed pre- 
mises, and the introduction of a system 
of control of bakhar already referred to 
in the report of 1924-25. 


As regards the former, the measures 
introduced with effect from 1st April 
1926 consisted of (1) the fixation of a 
minimum strength of diluted pachwai 
sold in shops, (2) revision of the pre- 
scribed measures of dilution, and (3) pro- 
per arrangements for frequent tests of 
the strength of diluted pachwai. 


As reported last year, bakhar, the 
fermenting agent used for manufacture 
of both licit and illicit pachwai and for 
manufacture of illicit spirit in the Pre- . 
sidency, was brought wnder partial 
Excise control. The number of licenses 
issued during the year were.as follows :—

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The bulk of the bakhar required by 
the licensed vendors of pachwai in the 
districts in West Bengal except Midna- 
pore is supplied by a few principal 
manufacturers in Birbhum and Burd- 
wan. As natural, there were consider- 
able opposition and obstruction on the 
part of the principal manufacturers in 
Birbhum and Burdwan to the introduc- 
tion of any system of licensing and con- 
trol, and at one time it was reported by 
the Collectors of Birbhum and Bankura 
that all the principal. manufacturers 
would go on strike and hold up the work- 
ing of all pachwai shops in West Bengal. 
Their grievances and objections were, 
however, duly enquired into, and after 
elimination of a few objectionable condi- 
tions in the licenses, and on a temporary 

‘permission being given to use one 

kuchila in every seer of bakhar, the 
manufacturers took out the licenses pre- 
scribed and began to work under the 
conditions imposed. 


The present restrictions are mainly 
intended to bring under as much control 
as possible, the manufacture and supply 
of bakhar required for licensed pachwai 
shops. 


Experiments are; however, now being 
conducted by the Superintendent of 
Excise, Birbhum, Mr. D. N. Mukherjee, 
with a view to improve the system of 
manufacture of bakhar, and it is expec- 
ted that when these experiments are 
completed it will be possible to take fur- 
ther steps regarding control of bakhar. 
I should mention in this connection, that 
control of bakhar, gradually and system- 
atically introduced, would go a long way 
to check illicit manufacture either of 
country spirit or pachwai in the Presi- 
dency, as well as to prevent poisoning 
cases occurring in licensed pachwai 
shops. 

With the hélp and co-operation of the 
managers of tea gardens in Jalpaiguri, 
the privilege of free home-brew was en- 
tirely abolished in the district, and 
licenses were introduced in course of the 
year under report. It is anticipated 
that not only will the illicit manufacture 
of pachwai in the tea gardens diminish 
appreciably, but there will also be a 
gradua) expansion in the revenue. 


26. Revenue—The revenue from 
retail license fees decreased from 
Rs, 13,90,993 to Rs. 12,14,396.  Pachwai 
occupies the first place in réspect of ex- 
cise revenue in the districts of Burdwan

and Birbhum. The decrease was. 
marked in Burdwan (Rs. 1,683,429), 
Bankura (Rs. rag and’ Darjeeling 
(Rs. 6,120),. The large» decrease jn 
Burdwan was prineipally due to the fal] 
in the consumption»on account of the 
slump in the coal trade, as well as the 
prevailing higher rate of the price of 
rice. In Bankura, although the con- 
sumption did not decrease, the revenue 
was less on account of the higher rate 
of the price of rice. 


The revenue from home-brew licenses 
decreased from Rs. 59,033 to Rs. 57,870, 

27. Consumption.—The consumption 
in the districts of Burdwan, Birbhum, 
Bankura and Hooghly, where the Bengal 
Fixed fee system was in operation and 
accurate figures of consumption were 
available, amounted to 205,064 maunds 
of rice.

Wines.—With the fall in the franc 
prices of most wines have been a little 
less and the fall in imports has occurred 
chiefly in the case of vermouth, of which 
there were heavy stocks in bond at the 
beginning of the year. 


Methylated spirit—There has been a 
large increase in imports of rum (arrack) 
denatured prior to clearance. The low 
price and greater strength have made it 
more Acceptable than country spirit to 
manufacturers of shellac ’’.

Manufacture of Beer—The Victoria 
Brewery at Sonada, which was licensed, 
had an outturn of 22,986 gallons of beer 
during the year, of which 19,181 gallons 
were sold to the Military authorities and 
2,182 gallons to the public, the remaining 
quantity being issued to the provinces 
outside Bengal. 


Duty on locally made potable foreign 
liquors and beers—The receipts from 
“duty” on potable spirits and beer 
manufactured in India amounted to 
Rs. 7,53,882 against Rs. 8,53,342 in the 
previous year. The decrease in duty w 
mainly due to the preference shown to 
cheap imported “brandy” and “whisky” 
by consumers who are habituated to 
drink this sort of liquors. 


33. Licenses and fees.—The total 
number of licenses issued for wholesale 
and retail vend was 1,623 against 1,404 
in the preceding year.

A new bonded tabecoaay was Opened 
from 3rd September 1925 by Messrs. 
Bathgate & Co., Calcutta. uty was 
paid on 54,107 L. P. gallons of spirit con- 
tained in tinctures and medicinal prepa- 
rations issued from the seven laborato- 
ries, While medicinal _ preparations 
containing 14,717 proof gallons of spirit 
and 6,540 proof gallon of rectified spirit 
were issued duty-free to the charitable 
dispensaries and hospitals in the various 
provinces. The duty realized on tinc- 
tures issued from bonded laboratories at 
Rs. 5 per L. P. gallon on the spirit con- 
tents, was Rs. 2,70,535 against 
Rs. 2,46,550 last year. 


Permit-holders (column 4) took issue 
of 20,888 L. P. gallons and paid dtty 
amounting, at the special rate, to 
Rs. 1,04,440. The total duty realized 
from the bonded laboratories and permit- 
holders together amounted to Rs. 3,91,663. 
This industry has very rapidly increased 
since the year 1922-23, when the duty on 
the spirit contents in medicines was 
reduced to Rs. 5 per L. P. gallon by the 
Government of Bengal. 


During the year, the regulations im- 
posed under the orders of Government in 
the preceding year, to raise the standard 
of all medicinal preparations manufac- 
tured in Bengal, were consolidated, and 
constant checks by the Chemical Exa- 
miner and by the department. effected 
considerable improvements in this diree- 
tion. 


37. Issues of rectified spirit and ab- 
solute alcohol from bonded laboratories 
for medicinal, industrial and other pur- 
poses on payment of full duty.—Five 
thousand nine hundred and_ fifty-three 
L. P. gallons of rectified spirit and ab- 
solute alcohol were sold on payment of 
full duty from the bonded laboratories 
to licensed retail vendors of rectified 
spirit and to chemists and druggists, 
for medicinal, industrial and other pur:

Barring a Government monopoly of the 
cultivation and manufacture of ganja, 
the formation of a co-operative societ: 
of cultivators in the year 1917-18 was 
the only other alternative preliminary 
a to bring about more adequate con- 
trol over the cultivation, manufacture 
and wholesale sale of ganja at Naogaon. 
Since the introduction of a better method 
of calculation of the price of the article, 
both for the Society and for the cultiva. 
tors,” i . * the 
department has aimed at a diminution 
of the area of cultivation to prevent, as 
far as possible, the production of an ex- 
cess crop which has ultimately to be des- 
troyed. Efforts have been made by the 
“so rN during the last two years not 
only to induce cultivators to increase the 
production per bigha, but also to intro- 
uce more improved methods in the pro- 
cesses of manufacture. These efforts were 
rendered possible only in consequence of 
more satisfactory arrangements having 
been made for the fixation of prices. 


Ganja is a sensitive plant, and the 
ey of outturn as well as the quale 
pend as much on the individual exer- 
tion and care of each individual cultiva- 
tor, as on climatic and other extraneous 
conditions. Unless unfortunate clima- 
tic conditions intervene, it is expected 
that the average outturn per bigha will 


continue to improve, and with the res- 


triction in the area of cultivation it will 
be possible to prevent an undue excess in 


the total production and to set free a cer- 
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tain quantity of land for food crops. 
The steps taken during the last two 

nd has already achieved this to an 
appreciable extent. Assurance of a 
proper price for their outturn is the 
main reason of the increasing interest of 
indjyidual cultivators to get as good an 
outturn as possible. 


The area actually under cultivation 
was 1,755 bighas, 17 cottahs and 13 
chittaks, 


The prospect of the crop during the 
ear was not bright from the beginning. 
There had been dearth of seedlings at 
the beginning owing to excessive rain. 
Then there was absence of rain and _ the 
cultivators had to irrigate their lands 
with much difficulty. d spiders ap- 
peared in a considerable number of fields 
and did much damage to the crop. The 
average outturn, in spite of these un- 


favourable circumstances, was very 

fair.

BHANG. 

55. Licenses and Revenue.—There 
were 318 retail licenses for the sale of 
bhang in the year under re- 
view against 311 in the previous 
year. Three new _ licenses were 


granted in the 24-Parganas and 2 each in 
the districts of Birbhum and Murshida- 
bad, with the approval of the Excise 
Advisory Committees to meet/ascertained 
local demand. The total number of 
druggists’ permits issued was 470 as com- 
pared with 430 in the preceding year. 
The total revenue from license fees and 
duty amounted to Rs. 2,12,745 as com- 
pared with Rs. 2,22,082 in 1924-25—a 
decrease of Rs. 9,326 with a decrease in 
consumption by 8 maunds, 


56.  Consumption.—The principal 
demand for bhang, as in the previous 
years, was confined to most of the West 
Bengal districts. In most of the dis- 


tricts of East Bengal the de- 
mand for its use as an_ in- 
toxicant is very small. The total con- 


sumption in the Presidency amounted to 
436 maunds and 27 seers as compared 
with 444 maunds 27 seers in the previous 
year, a decrease of 8 maunds. ‘The only 
noticeable fluctuation was a decrease of 4 
maunds 9 seers in Calcutta. There has 
been a marked fall in consumption in 
this district since the year 1922-23, when

7-8 to Rs. 20 per seer,

57. Exports.—Three maunds  anq 
thirty seers of duty-paid bhang was ex. 
ported from Hooghly to French Chan. 
dernagore, while Tippera supplied 
25 seers of duty-paid bhang to the 
adjacent state of Tripura. 


58. Abuse.—In para. 4 (7) I have re. 
ferred to the steps taken by the Govern. 
ment to prevent the growing abuse of 
certain medicinal preparations prepared 
with bhang. Restrictions regardi 
the use of bhang for such preparations 
are gradually being tightened, and it is 
expected that the abuse will soon be 
brought under effective control. 


CHARAS. 


59. Licenses and Revenue.—The 
total number of retail licenses wags 35 
against 31 in the previous year, 1 shop 
being opened in each of the districts of 
Burdwan, Birbhum, Midnapore and 
Murshidabad with the approval of the 
Excise Advisory Committees to meet a 
local demand. Besides two wholesale 
licenses, 1 in Birbhum and 1 in Caleutta, 
an additional license was sanctioned in 
Calcutta during the year. The total 
receipts amounted to Rs. 2,66,007 as 
compared with Rs. 2,51,1382 in 1924-25, 
an increase of Rs. 14,875. The revenue 
from license fees increased by Rs. 10,097 
and that from duty by Rs. 4,778. 


60. Imports, exports and consump- 
tion.—The total quantity of charas im-| 
ported into the Presidency was 69 
maunds 17 seers against 65 maunds 3 
seers in the preceding year. The whole- 
sale dealers of Calcutta and Birbhum, 
as usual, imported the drug direct from 
the Punjab and supplied the retail ven- 
dors in the other districts. Actually 
the wholesale dealers of Calcutta meet 
the major portion of the demand in the 
Presidency. The total issues to retail 
shops in the Presidency amounted to 68 
maunds 31 seers as comparfed with 62 
maunds 9 seers in the previous year. 
The consumption in Calcutta amounted 
to 45 maunds 21 seers. The increase in 
consumption is reported to have been due 
to the influx of more Punjabi and 
Peshwari motor-drivers, mechanics, ete. 
into Calcutta and other centres, 
and also to a tendency of 
ganja consumers in some places to take 
to this on» As a restrictive ae of

61. Restricted supply of opium.— 
There was no change in the system of 
restricted supply of opium to shops for 
sale to the public in several of the dis- 
tricts in the Presidency. 


62. Consumption.—In view of the 
attention which the consumption of 
opium has attracted in consequence of 
the deliberations and decisions of the 
League Of Nations, the question of the 
consumption. of the drug in Bengal 
underwent very close examination by the 
caged during the year under 

,Teport. On the recommendation of the 
department. Government have, since 
,the close of the year, approved of a 
scheme for the introduction of a method 
of registration of opium consumers in 
two districts in the Presidency with a 
view to obtain as accurate data as pos- 
sible regarding the proportion of the 
drug used purely for medicinal purposes 
and the proportion used for intoxicating 

s» The results of the scheme 
will be valuable and will enable Govern- 
ment to decide finally as to the line of 
action to be taken and the measures to 
be adopted regarding future control 
of the consumption of the drug in the 
Presidency, treating the use of the drug 
for medicinal purposes as absolutely dis- 
tinct from its use for intoxicating pur- 


poses. 


In view of the excessive rate of con- 
sumption in the districts of Calcutta, 24- 
Parganas, Hooghly and Howrah when 
compared to the stantard of the League 
of Nations both the taxation and the 
fixed retail price were enhanced in these 
districts as an immediate check, with 
effects from ist September 1925. The 
increased taxation has had some effect, 
and the consumption in these districts 

"decreased by 935.seers or a little over 4 
per cent. 


The total consumption in the Burdwan 
and Presidency Divisions decreased by 
611 seers, while the consumption in the 
other three divisions showed an increase 
of 419 seers. The increase in the Dacca, 
Chitte and Rajshahi Divisions was 

y due to better economic condi- 
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tions. The net. decrease in the Presi- 
dency was 192 seers. 


Government have also decided to“in- 
troduce measures for registration ‘of 
chandu and madak smokers and to intro- 
duce further legislation to eradicate the 
evil. ae 

I think a few figures of comparative 
consumption of opium in the Presidency 
will be interesting in this, ¢onnection. 
The issues of treasury opium inCalcutta 
and in Bengal were as follows :—

The above figures would indicate that 
Government have steadily kept in view 
the main question of diminution of the 
consumption of the drug in the Presi- 
dency, and the efforts of the department 
have so far been successful. The main 
reasons for this decrease in issues have 
been the stoppage of leakage of opium 
from licensed shops, and the increase in 
taxation that has been given effect to 
from time to time. With the introduc- 
tion of the “ Bengal Fixed Fee system ” 
and an improvement in the personnel in 
many of the shops in Calcutta, and in. 
some places in the mufassal the leakage 
of opium from licensed shops has practi- 
cally disappeared. 


63. Licenses for retail sale—The 
total number of licenses issued for the 
retail sale of excise opium was 861 as 
compared with 846 in the previous year. 
Seventeen new shops were opened, viz., 
5 in Birbhum, 4 in Tippera, 2 each in 
Chittagong and Noakhali and 1 each in 
Nadia, Faridpur, and Bakarganj. One 
new shop was sanctioned by the Licen- 
sing Board of Calcutta within the 
Cossipore-Chitpore area. Two shops 
were abolished in the district of the 24- 
Parganas during the year under 
report. All the new shops were opened 
with the approval of the Excise Advisory 
Committees concerned to meet genuine 
local demand. 


64. Permits and licenses under the 
Opium and Morphia Rules.—The total 
number of permits and licenses issued 
was 1,430 as compared with 1,308 in the 
previous year. The number includes 35 
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licenses issued to manufacturing chem- 
ists, 543 to dispensing Chemists, 60 to 
kabirajes and hakims and 36 permits to 
permit-holders (total 674 for intoxicating 
drugs), and 57 licenses issued to dealers, 
562 to chemists, 41 to persons approved 
under rules 21 (7) and 21 (2) of the 
Morphia Rules and 96 to persons autho- 
rised under rule 22 of the same rules 
(total 756 for morphia drugs).

65. Revenue—The total receipts 
amounted to Rs. 46,29,635 as compared 
with Rs. 33,04,805 in 1924-25, showing 
an increase of Rs. 13,24,830. The in- 
crease was nominal, as it represented the 
cost price of opium payable to the Gov- 
ernment of India and which was former- 
ly excluded from the Provincial Receipt 
Budget. 


"66. Morphia and opium pills——The 
use of morphia as a substitute for opium 
does not appear to have been prevalent 
in any district. The question of admin- 
istration of opium to children engaged 
the attention of the department during 
the year and Government have since 
decided that education, health propagan- 
da, and the activities of child-welfare 
organisations are alone likely to prove 
effective to check such consumption 
wherever it exists.

SECTION Vi—Cocaine. 


69. Licenses and revenue—Three 
hundred and ninety-one licenses were 
issued during the year to chemists and 
druggists for the sale of cocaine as 
compared with 357 in 1924-25. Seventy- 
one permits for the possession of cocaine 
were issued free to managers of hospitals 
or dispensaries not under Government 
supervision. Forty-six permits ° were 
issued to qualified medical practitioners 
and dentists.

72. The number of prosecutions and

73. Excise offences have not, however, 
increased anywhere owing to the higher® 
price of licit liquor and drugs, or the in- 
creasingly strict restrictions imposed orf 
the conduct of the licit business in these 
articles. This may be regarded as satis- 
factory. 


74. In this Presidency, the only 
Excise offence which is, at present, a mat- 
ter of concern is the illicit traffic in 
cocaine in Calcutta as well as through 
Calcutta, and I shall deal with this in a 
subsequent paragraph. 


The other Excise offences in the Presi- 
dency are (1) illicit manufacture of 
country spirit and pachwai by particular 
sections of the people in certain  well- 
defined areas, (2) illicit manufacture, 
consumption and sale of tari in a simi- 
larly well-defined tract in the Presidency 
where palmyra trees exist in abundance. 
Besides the above, there is a considerable 
amount of smuggling of crude opium 
from up-country, which passes princi- 
pally through Calcutta and also through 

vhittagong and Noakhali to Burma, 
Straits Settlements and other tries. 
This smuggling does not affect Bgl 80 
far as the Ar. pueda of opium is 
concerned except to such small extent 
only as becomes necessary to supplement’ 
the stocks of those who carry on chandu P 
and madak dens in Calcutta and other 
industrial centres like Barrackpore and 
Serampore. But it affects Calcutta and 
Chittagong indirectly in the sense that 
these are seats of organised gangs of 
smugglers connected with ay of 
smugglers up-country, who defy law

75. Illicit manufacture of country 
spirit in the Presidency is practically 
confined to certain aboriginal tribes like 
Santals, Bauries, Bagdis in the jungle 
areas of Bankura and Midnapore dis- 
tricts and in a few thanas of Hooghly and 
Burdwan, and to particular sections of 
the hill tribes and the labour population 
in the tea gardens in the districts of Jal- 
paiguri and Darjeeling in North Bengal. 
Illicit manufacture of pachwai is also 
practically confined in the above areas 
and also among the aboriginal settlers 
infother distriets in the Presidency. 
Isolated “cases of illicit manufacture 
of country spirit do occur in other dis- 
tficts, but such cases are limited and do 


_ not in any way reflect on the total licit 
| consumption. 


In the special areas refer- 
red to above issue of cheap liquor at a 
weak strength, provision of pachwai 
shops, and the constant efforts of Excise 
officers to suppress the evil, counteract to 
an appreciable extent the inherent 
tendency of the people to break the law 
and distil their own spirit or brew their 
In the tea gardens in 
Jalpaiguri, issue of cheap liquor at a 
weak strength and revision of the rules 
regarding pachwai home-brew mentioned 
in a preceding paragraph, will, it is 
expected, effect considerable improvement 
so far as illicit distillation and illicit 
home-brew in Jalpaiguri district are con- 
cerned, and bring down the evil to the 
narrowest limits. It can well be said 
that the offences referred to above are 
well under control on account of the 
administrative measures which Govern- 
ment have adopted from time to time and 
the exécutive action of local Government 


officers. Further measures to bring 
these er more adequate control are 
under contemplation.

The matter of illicit import and sale 
of cocaine engaged considerable attention 
both of the Government and of Mr. Hogg 
during the year and various steps were 
taken by this department as well as by 
the Police Department towards improve-+ 
ment in the methods of suppression. 
More accurate lists and maps were pre- 
pared of the activities of smugglers in 
the city and for a short period within 
the year under report, effective patrol 
was placed in particular localities in 
Calcutta by the Police and Excise staffs 
With satisfactory results. The efforts of 
Excise officers engaged on detection work 
met with a fair amount of success, and 
besides various important detections two 
principal men engaged in the trade were 
successfully tracked within the year; (1) 
Golam Jellani, and (2) Umar Buksh, 
another Batasia having been arrested in 
February 1925. 


Detection of the principal men engaged 
in the illicit trade in cocaine and opium 
and their successful prosecution in Court 
are difficult and demand continuous and 
patient efforts on the et of the officers 
of the department. The department has 
been trying to tackle such. men success- 
fully as far as possible, and trust that 
with the co-operation of the Police 
officials, the evil will be brought under 
more adequate control “before long. 
Much has been done towards this during 
the last few years, and the special steps 
which were taken during the year under 
report were particularly useful. The 
principal men engaged in the trade are 
rich, prepared to spend any amount of 
money for the sake of the trade, pay their 


om 





associates and dependents "handsomely 
and employ all sorts of devices to try the 
integrity of the detective officers of the 
department as well as to intimidate them 
whenever it suits their purpose. Many 
of them are themselves desperadoes, and 
also keep under their employment a num- 
ber of desperadoes who are prepared to 
do anything for the sake of their masters. 
I would mention here that several of 


them haveecently been dealt with by the 
ki, Commision of Police, Calcutta, under 


the Calctitta’ Emergency Act and I think 
with very satisfactory results.

The question of Primary Education has of ‘recent years attracted , 
increased public attention as being a problem the satisfactory solution of P: 
which is of the utmost importance to the ‘future of the province, and rath 


Goyernment consider it desirable now to focus public interest on definite 
abthorive proposals to fina this solution. It is unnecessary to enlarge on 

the need for a general advance in Primary Education as this is a matter on 

which there is common agreement. Primary schools in Bengal are insulli- ¥ 
cient in number, the attendance of children is very low considering the 
population, and the method of imparting this branch of education is still © 
largely at fault as is evidenced by the fact that many who pass through the 
primary schools relapse into illiteracy. In the year 1924-25 the expenditure 

of the State and of local authorities in Bengal was thus distributed ;— —

» “The average expenditure from taxation per student was Rs. 121-10 for 
University students, Rs. 6-13 for students at Secondary.schools and Rs. 1-14 
for students, at Primary schools, In the census of 1921 only 9°] per cent. of 
the population of Bengal’ was shown as “literate”, a term which implies 
something very far short of “educated”, and in 1924 only 12°5 per cent. of 
the children of school-going age were attending school, the percentage for 
boys being 20 and that for girls being 4°9. If development is to be of any oy 
* value it must include not only an increase in the number of primary schools 
but also a radical alteration of the system involving large expenditure on 
the ‘training of the teachers and on providing better stipends which will 
attract teachers of higher qualification than those now employed and which, 
incidentally, will afford some relief tu the pressing problem of middle class 
unemployment in Bengal. 

2. The Education Department of the Bengal Government have recently 
been engaged in the preparation of proposals for such an advance and 
these proposals formed the subject of discussion in January last at Divisional 
Conferences held at Howrah, Krishnagar, Jalpaiguri, Dacca and Chittagong. 

As was to be expected, the discussions elicited a considerable amount of 

objection to that increased taxation which is an essential condition of fulfil- 

ment of the object in view, but they did also disclose a very genuine desire 

for a real advance, a realisation of the fact that large expenditure was an 
‘essential condition, and a very considerable body of opinion in favour of 

extra taxation to secure a real advance. 

* The final conclusions of Government will eventually be embodied in a ; 
Bill, which will be placed before the Legislative Council in due course. The o's 
proposals at present under consideration relate in the first instance to rural a 
o and not to municipal towns. ‘he need of the former is far greater, 

hile the latter have ample powers to take the steps necessary for the exten- 
sion of Primary Kducation within their jurisdiction, if they so desire.

The 
insects had also done damage in Pabna, and Bogra. Elsewhere the « 
has progressed normally and in East Bengal the only drawback has been a _ 
temporary lack of steeping water. Abundant rain remedied this difficaltynay 
but the fall of the rivers may reproduce it. * 

Condition of the Crop.—The area under jute is 3,170,554, or say, 
3,170,000 acres, as against 2,715,500 acres (revised) last year. Since the 
preliminary forecast, Nadia, Murshidabad, Noakhali and Malda have 
increased their jute area, while Burdwan Midnapore, Howrah, Jalpaiguri 
and Darjeeling have slightly reduced theirs.
